“the boy is dead.“

Vacant lot lies just back of 206 Brook- 
lyu street. There is a yard west of that 
number and then a narrow alley. The alley 
runs back to the vacant lot, which extends 
from it to Second street. he lot is trav- 
ersed from north to south by a disused 
railroad track, which is cut off on the 
south by the fence and on the north by a 
two-story frame shed. The track is about 
seven feet east of the alley.

ndications point to a big corner in May 
wheat. There is tremendous excitement 
among the shorts, who are badly frightened 
for fear of being squeezed. 

May wheat in St. Louis has been 3 cents 
below May wheat in Chicago. The normal 
difference between the price of wheat in St. 
Louis and Chicago is about 3 cents. Monday 
May wheat in St. Louis ran up to 2% cents 
above 222 in Chicago, an advance of 
5% cents. Whether this indicates a corner or 
merely that the shorts are badly frightened 
cannot be told as yet, as the May option has 
not arrived, and no corner can develop until 
the month arrives in which it has run. 

There are half a dozen rumors current on 
the floor as to cause of the present flurry. 
One is that Kansas City parties are behind 
it. Another is that a capitalist in Paducah, 
Ky., has run a corner. A third and more gen- 
erally credited rumor is that the United 
Elevator Co, is behind it. The latter controls 
all the cash wheat held in this market, ex- 
cept that held in the Farmers Elevator, an 
outside corporation. This gives the United 
Elevator people a big average on the market. 
They are the only thing that stands between 
the shorts and a squeeze. 

When the longs control all the cash wheat 
in the market and have a shortage besides, 
they are in a ition to raise hari-kari, 
and apparently they have set about to raise 
it. Most of the wheat is owing to the firm 
of Black, Dean & Co., whose commission 
men represent the longs. They are not tell- 
ing who the longs are, and those not on the 
inside are left to their own speculations. 

It has been supposed that when May 1 ar- 
rives cash wheat here would be delivered on 
May contracts, but as the elevators that 
own this wheat are asking a premium over 
the May price ‘already, the supposition is 
they will make no attempt to deliver wheat 
on contract. If the United Elevator people 
are the longs, as it is claimed they are, the 
su is that they will hold the cash 
wheat they have in store to meet the mill- 
ing demand which is brisk both from the 
city and the outside mills. 

The United Elevator is now demanding % 
cent premium over May for cash No.2 wheat, 
while the Farmers’ Elevator offers to sell at 
„ cent premium. The latter has about 700,- 
000 bushels in store. This has turned the 
cash demand to the Farmers’ Elevator, and 
its supply will have to be disposed of before 
the United Elevator Co. can begin to sell 
again at its price. 

As to the deal, there is no telling whether 
it will be carried out or not. The market is 
acting as though it were being manipulated. 
One reason why the shorts are so badly 
frightened is that the corner rule, which 
has been in force fer many years preventing 
the cornering of the market in St. Louis, 
was abrogated last year. This enables the 
longs to put the price up as high as they 
please. 

There. was wild excitement before 10 
o'clock, when the market went 11-2 cents 
above Chicago, but at noon, when it Jumped 
up another half cent, and shortly after- 
wards a full cent, sending it 21-2 cents 
above Chicago, there was consternation 
among the shorts and a panicky feeling was 
noticeable among them, Perfect pande- 
monium ran riot on the floor, and the add 
tional advance, with prospects of even an- 
other jump, fairly set the bears wild. 


SHORS ARE HIGHER. 


Leather Goods Raising Because of the 
Scarcity of Hides. 


A report from Boston that shoes are from 
10 to W cents per pair higher in price owing 
to the scarcity and consequent high price 
of leather is verified by St. Louis shoe men. 
The St. Louls manufacturers have, so far, 
protected their customers and will continue 
to do so. The advance is one which will 
last seven or eight months, as hides now 
being bought at high prices will not be 
finished for use for some time. 

has. Hoke of the Kelley-Goodfellow 
Shoe Co. said that the scarcity of leather 
and the consequent high price is largely 
due to the cutting down of outputs by the 
tanneries. There had been a gener ad- 
vance, he said, of 5 to 10 cents per pair on 
shoes and he had heard of one order being 
refused except at an advance of 20 cents 
per pair. 

Mr. Schaefer of Friedman Bros. & 
Schaefer confirmed Mr. Hoke’s statements. 
He attributed the high price of leather to 
the fact that the big dressed beef men had 
not been slaughtering cattle of late in their 
usual numbers, The advance, he said, 
been most pronounced in upper leather. 

The leather trust had also made a de- 
cided advance in sole leather. 

All classes of leather goods have ad- 
vanced with shoes. Harness men have been 
forced to advance prices and even leather 
pocketbooks and leather gloves have risen.

Railroads, as I have said, are semi-public 
corporations. In this respect they are dif- 
ferent from almost all other corporations, 
They are clothed by law with peculiar and 
xtraordinary powers, rights and privileges. 

hey are employed in the public business, 
and deal daily with the people of the State. 
There are strong reasons, founded in pub- 
lic policy, aside from any abstract question 
of right, why the servants of such corpora- 
tions should receive the recognition they 
ask. These reasons have influenced legisla- 
tive thought in England and in many 
American States, where laws of this kind 
specially applicable to railroad employes 
have been enacted. In my opinion the va- 
rious objections urged against the 1322 
legislation are wholly untenable. rmly 
am I of this opinion that I am unwilling to 
believe that a Missouri General Assembly 
will refuse to pass a liberal law on the lines 
puppoess when opportunity is given for a 
air consideration of the subject. 


III. 
ORGANIZED „ LOBBY- 


I ask the General Assembly to enact a law 
to sustain, and, if possible, to suppress the 
practice of gerbe which has grown into 
an alarming evil at the capitol. It has come 
to pass that certain railroads maintain an 
organised lobby at the State capital during 
the sessions of the General Assembly. This 
practice has prevailed for a number of 
years. It is maintained ostensibly for the 
purpose of “protecting” the interests of rall- 
roads against the assaults of the people’s 
representatives. 

In the prosecution of this service the lobby 
agents of these corporations have assumed 
that every measure which looks to the reg- 
ulation or control of railroads, or by which 
they are affected, is an ‘‘attack’’ upon them. 
This is an insult to the people of the State, 
for it assumes that 40 are viciously dis- 
posed and that they are incapable of admin- 
istering, or unwilling to administer, public 
affairs in the spirit of right, honor and 
justice and that it is necessary for the 
railroads to resort to extraordinary agen- 
cies to protect themselves against the hos- 
etd of the very sovereignty which created 

em. 

Because the people of the State do now 
and then deem it wise and provident to en- 
act some law to prevent abuses, and for the 
better government of such corporations, 
they are regarded as enemies, and every 
Pp sal to enact such law is resented as a 
declaration of war. And so to protect“ 
themselves against the people who created 
and support them, the corporations organ- 
ize a band of crafty “diplomats,’’ a coterie 
of skillful manipulators in the art of lobby- 
ing, and maintain them at the capitol of the 
State. These corporate agents, employed 
to influence public officials, have grown 
in numbers and audacity until they have be- 
come a positive muisance, a menace and a 
dis ce to the State. Not only do they in- 
terfere in legislation which refers exclus- 
ively to railroads, but they do not hesitate 
to thrust themselves officiously into im- 
portant measures relate wholly to 
other subjects. The bad and —y - continued 
example of the railroad lobby has become 
infectious. Others have fallen under its per- 
nicious influence, until now the agents of 
more than one special interest are kept at 
the capitol to “protect” their employers 
against the representatives of the people. 
About the streets and hotels they are 
ubiquitous; they swarm in the corridors of 
the capitol; they frequent committee rooms 
and public ces, and are almost as famil- 
far to the halis of legislation as those enti- 
tled to seats by virtue of their commissions, 

The practice is demoralizing in the ex- 
treme, if nothing more, and every con- 
sideration of honor, decency and good gov- 
be stopped.

Concerning the railroad servant bill I 
think it a just measure and should be 
passed. In my brief experience as a public 
official, I have always pursued a liberal 
policy with corporations. I have endeav- 
ored to shield them from the extortions 
of the unprincipled and from the attacks of 
the fanatical on the Bris og that the in- 
terests of capital and labor are identical 
and should be protected in their respective 
spheres. As a private soldier wearing the 
blue uniform of my sens I have at the 
point of the bayonet upheld the majesty of 
the law and defended their property. On 
that occasion and since I have told work- 

en that the proper method to obtain 
relief was to enact laws, not to break them. 
Labor now has come in a legal way under 
our constitution to seek protection for life 
and limb, which constitute its capital, and 
I, for One, am in favor of granting its de- 
mand. The law is on the statute book of 
many of our States now, and Missouri 
should wheel into line. 

* FOR A FAIR BALLOT. 

In regard to the election bill I desire to 
say, without reserve or qualification, that I 
am heartily in favor of an honest and prac- 
tical measure that will insure an untram- 
melled ballot, and an honest count all over 
the State, but especially in the large cities. 

Iso stated in my remarks at the opening 
of the last session, and repeat it now. 
Since the adournment a large number of 
citizens of St. Louis and Kansas City, re- 
gardless of party affiliations, recognizing 
the necessity of pure elections, have been 
diligently engaged in prepares a just and 
feasible law, which am in position to 
know is wisely and carefully framed with 
good intentions for the benefit of the citi- 
zens of Missouri. 

“I have every reason to believe that this 
measure will meet with the sanction of 
this body, and to that end I shall assist by 
every means that lies in my power. 

“And now, Senators, havin premised 
these remarks by way of explanation, I 
trust that this honorable body, maintain- 
ing its high reputation for wisddém and 
patriotism, will speedily and successfully 
solve the weighty problems before it.

His Published Interview on “Sound

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 23.—It is re- 
gretted by those whom the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent consulted as to the reason 
for Mr. Cleveland’s public rebuke to his 
Secretary of Agriculture that the President 
did not explain in his statement why he 
took objections to Mr. Morton’s definition 
of “sound money,” as given out in a press 
interview last Saturday night.

It is evident that Mr. Morton is as much 
surprised as anyone at the outcome. .Just 
what passed between him and the President 
cannot be learned, but it is known that he 
was asked to =< why he ove out this 
interview at such a juncture. e is said’ to 
have expressed astonishment that it had 
been taken that he spoke in the interview 
for the President, as the interview itself 
made no such statement, and was on its 
face an expression of his own views. 

At the President's request Mr. Mortorf 
agreed to send out the statement that the 
interview had been given on his own re- 
sponsibility.
